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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Halperin is not incorporated by reference. "Mere 
reference to another application, patent, or publication is not an incorporation of anything therein into the application containing such 
reference for the purpose of the disclosure required by 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph." MPEP 608.01 (p) citing In re de Seversky, 177 
USPQ 144 (CCPA 1973). Taepke is not properly incorporated by reference. MPEP 608.01 (p) further states that "[p]articular attention 
should be directed to specific portions of the referenced document where the subject matter being incorporated may be found." In 
addition, Taepke discloses the need to produce corrected cardiac pressure but does not actually teach the correction using a software 
module. The language at col. 6, II. 35-39 in Taepke suggests, contrary to what is claimed, that the physician himself must correct the data 
on a personal computer. The specification provides enablement for transferring data to a remote center but does not reasonably provide 
enablement for producing corrected data and transferring it to a remote center. The arguments concerning the 103 rejections have been 
addressed in previous actions. For summary purposes, Krichen teaches a type of data transfer that is compatible with Halperin and the 
suggestion to combine comes from the references themselves. Applicant has not fully adressed the objections to claim 8 set forth in the 
office action mailed 18 November 2003. 
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
